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The Spirit of Nelson 


This is Navy Week and today the 
Navies of the Commonwealth will be hon- 
oring the memory of that great patriot and 
leader, Admiral Viscount Nelson. 

Some Canadians may lift an eye and 
wonder what all this has to do with them. 

It might therefore interest them to 
know that for at least two hundred years 
Canadians have been associated with the 
Navy of the Crown, and there were doubt- 
Jess a good number of them present on that 
memorable occasion, the twenty-first of 
October, 1805. 

As far back as 1797 there is mention of 
a Canadian serving in the British fleet. 

Arthur Bryant, the noted historian, 
tells us that at the battle of Cape St. Vin- 
cent on the fourteerith of February, 1797, 
Sir John Jervis, later Lord St. Vincent, 
decided to engage the Spanish Fleet many 
times superior to his own.

Radar and the Birds 


For generations Canadians have 
watched millions of ducks and geese make 
their semi-annual migrations. The banding 
of birds, which were caught and later re- 
leased, has enabled nature enthusiasts in 
recent years to trace their routes. But the 
mvstery remains as to what inner sense 

uides the birds to and from the same 
Seecding and wintering grounds. 

A Manitoba acientist has heightened 
the mystery while seeking to solve it. At 
the Delata Waterfowl Station, Dr. Albert 
Hochbaum discovered that migrating birds 
can be made to lose their sense of direction 
when flying near a radar station. 

In repeated experiments with certain 
signals from a low-powered radar station, 
Dr. Hochbaum demonstrated that at 200 
yards an ent’ *e flock of birds will break up 
and wheel in circles for several minutes 
before flying on again in their original 
direction. 

It has been known for years that bats 
fly safely in the dark by sending out 
emanations comparable to radar signals. 
If its signal bounces back too quickly, the 
bat knows it must dodge immediately some 
obstacle in its path. 


through them.” “That's right, Sir John,” 
cried the giant Canadian, Captain Hallo- 
well, in his enthusiasm actually slapping 
his Admiral on the back, “and a damned 
good licking we'll give them!” 

To such a heritage and tradition was 
the Royal Canadian Navy born. Small 
wonder that in the two late wars it dis- 
tinguished itself so gloriously. 

The memory of Nelson should be kept 
alive if only for the sake of the example 
it gives us of selfless devotion to duty and 
an unbounding belief.in the wisdom and 
power of God. 

We can picture that shattered wreck 
of a little man, one arm, an eye and his 
health already given for duty’s sake, sea- 
sick and frail, holding in his one hand the 
fate of many, yet humbly kneeling before 
his cot in the dim light of the Victory’s 
cabin to ask the Almichty for his guidance 
in the coming hour of trial. 

No arrogance because of his position 
or power, just the simple faith and piety of 
a truly great man. 

It is for these virtues that we should 
remember Nelson, rather than as victor of 
a great battle. The message he left us of 
duty before self has been exemplified many 
times by the service to which he belonged. 

We would do well today to give thought 
to such things. 


But Dr. Hochbaum’s observations are 
the first indication that simple radar can 
influence a living thing’s actions. Like 
many other scientific discoveries, it opens 
a wide vista of possibilities not considered 
when the experiment originally was start- 
ed. If it is a fact that radar can control, 
even momentarily, the flight of migratory 
ducks, then a new field in physics and bio- 
chemistry is indicated in animal and 
human research. 

The Manitoba experiment is another 
timely illustration of how science can live 
only under a regime based upon the indi- 
vidual’s right to personal freedom. In a 
totalitarian country, the powers which al- 
located research projects would see neither 
the need nor the value of observing why 
birds migrate as they do. In nations which 
make personal freedom a basis of govern- 
ment, a scientist may engage in any re- 
search which interests him—be it only 
bird-watching—and it always is possible 
he may come up with a discovery of incal- 
culable benefit to mankind. Educationists 
should make known to youth such ex- 
amples of the fruits of personal freedom 
in a democracy, 


Edmonton’s Electoral Machinery 


Edmonton’s electoral machinery could 
gtand a thorough investigation, and per- 
haps overhaul. 

The situation by which two aldermen 
will be elected Nov. 2 regardless of whether 
they collect any votes at all is, to say the 
least, ludicrous. 

The quandry which has engulfed civic 
officials since yesterday’s nominations 
closed says volumes for the vagueness of 
terms of the amalgamation act uniting 
Strathcona and Edmonton. Surely it is 
anomalous that both Ald. Tanner and 


William Hawrelak must appear on the 
ballot—when tl will be declared elected 
in any event. 

Their names on the ballot will serve 
only to confuse the issue, which is appar- 
ently clear-cut: four aldermen must be 
elected from the remaining seven alder- 
manic nominees. 

It is hardly fair that other candidates 
may cenceivably lose out because some 
votes go unnecessarily to Tanner and 
Hawrelak. : j

At the time of making gratul- 
ties of $100 each to the above 
named children, I made it clear, 
or at least thought I had, that 
such gratuities ~were separate 
and apart from the $500 reward 
previously posted for the arrest 
and conviction of the robber. 

I also intimated at the time, 
that if and when reward money 
was distributed, the children 
would participate. The four per- 
sons above mentioned who re- 
ceived $50 each, did not ask or 
expect any special consideration 
for meritorious work done.

Editor, Bulletin—Having read a 
number of I, V. Macklin’s letters 
in the past, allow me to make the 
following comments, 

Mr. Macklin says that in 1932 
he fed $6.00 worth of feed to each 
hog which he later sold for $3.00, 
In 1932 prices at Grande Prairie 
of wheat, oats and barley were 
about 15c, 5c, and 7¢ respectively 
which means 40 bushels or 2,400 
pounds of wheat, 120 bushels or 
4,080 pounds of oats, 8 bushels 
or 4,128 pounds of barley were 
fed to each hog, if Mr. Mackin’s 


hogs live long enough to consume * 


either of these amounts he should 
not sell them but apply for an 
old age pension on their behalf. 

The facts are that farmers in 
his area fed hogs about $2.00 
worth of grain and went~ behind 
because they did not record any- 
thing for labour, taxes, etc, Mr, 
Macklin did not increase the 
supply of money by $6.00 as he 
says. He, like the rest of us, tried 
to get along on the very limited 
amount that the banks allowed to 
get into circulation 

When prices increased during 
the last few years they came as 
a@ result of a great expansion of 
credit from the banking system 
and not from any change of tech- 
nique on the part of the farmer 
or any other 2ducer. Producers 
produce gooas and prices, and 
bankers produce money. If an in- 
flationary policy is the will of 
finance we have better wages and 
prices simply because we have 
more money with which to buy 
goods, If the policy is deflation- 
arty we have low wages and low 
prices because we have less 
money to buy goods. 

Farmers of Alberta found out 
in the thirties that to protuce 
goods did not mean to produce 
money,

Yugoslavia’s election to the 
United Nations Security Council 
is a stinging defeat for Russia, 
inasmuch as she made a fighting 
issue of the matter, with proud 
and fiery Foreign Minister Vish- 
insky leading the assault. 

The big question of course is 
what Moscow intends to do about 
it now that the election is an ac- 
complished fact. 

Will the Russians go to the 
extreme of refusing to partic'pate 
in the deliberations of the Secur- 
ity Council or even withdraw 
from the peace organization’ 

He would be a hardy individual 
who tried to make a prediction, 
but a lot of speculation is be- 
ing bandied about, 

The division in the UN as- 
sembly election revolved about 
the fierce quarrel which has de- 
veloped between Russia and 
Yugoslavia as th result of the 
Balkan state's revolt against Mos- 
cow's dictation. 

That dispute has reached a 
stage flirting dangerously with 
war—a strange development in 
view of the fact that Yusoslavia 
not so long ago was one of the 
Soviet's darlings. 

The Russians took the position 
in the United Nations that the 
election of Yugoslavia to the Se- 
curity Council, to fill a vacancy 
developing at the end of this 
year, would be a violation of the 


so because the proposal failed to 
take into account provisions re- 
garding geographic distribution 
of the non-permanent council 
seats. 

The United States replied that 
Communist Yugoslavia was just 
as well qualified to represent 
eastern Europe as was Russia's 
satellite candidate — Czechoslo- 
vakla. 

Actually Russia still will be 
able to stymie any measure she 
wishes in the council by the 
simple expedient of using her 
right to veto as one of the Big 
Five, All she has to do is to utter 
the explosive “nyet” (no) which 
she has used so indiscriminately 
ever since the UN began opera- 
tions A 

However, it's easy to under- 
stand Moscow's feelings at get- 
ting her knuckles rapped in the 
election. 

Obviously it would have been 
easier for her to accept had it 
involved almost any country 
other than Yugoslavia whose de- 
fection from the Soviet line not 
only is a challenge to Russia's 
prestige and dignity but might 
inspire other discontented satel- 
lites to kick over the traces. 

Despite this it's hard to be- 
lieve that Russia would let her 
indignation carry her to the ex- 
treme of severing relations with 
the UN, That would be cutting 
off her own nose to spite her 
face.

Futile Argument 


Over Constitution 


The Dominion Government is 
about to secure for itself the 
power to alter the Canadian 
constitution. 

At first blush, one might hove 
that this would be a step towards 
breaking the impasse which has 
blocked national pension plans, 
national health plans, satisfactory 
taxation provisions ind a score 
of other items which are in an 
unsatisfactory condition because 
of the antiquated division of 
powers between the provinces 
and the Dominton. 

We need a revision of our con- 
stitution so that our various 
goverttments could deal with the 
subjects that each would be 
most competent to handle with- 
out it being mecessary tec make 
special agreements and pass 
ancillary legislation in order to 
get around constitutional difficul- 
ties. 

Unfortunately the Federal pro- 
posals which are now before par- 
liament will mot even touch on 
any of these difficulties and after 
the federal proposals are enacted 
we will still be as badly off, cor- 
stitutionally, as we are now, 

The reason for this is that 
Ottawa is asking authority only 
to amend those portions of the 
constitution which now apply to 
the Federal Government, 

It has been made clear that no 
attempt is to be made to alter 
any of the provincial powers. But 
since all the difficulties arise 
from the division of powers be- 
tween the provinces and the 
Dominion, it is obvious that the 
power to amend only those pow- 
ers which are vested in the 
Dominion can accomplish nothing 
apart from making minor changes 
of no great consequence. 


Re-allocation of 


Powers Needed 


As matters stand, there are 
certain powers which the pro- 
vinees would be glad to surrender 
to the Dominion so that they 
could be exercised on a national 
scale, In fact the Provinces have 
passed legislation in order to 
supplement Federal legislation 
that was not .constitutional. 

In the same way the Federal 
Government has wanted to turn 
certain powers over to the prov- 
inces, The difficulties are not 
one-sided by any means and the 
recent tax agreements are just 
one illustration of the length to 
which these various governments 
have had to go. The Old Age

It wouldn't surprise me if 
this motion was seconded with 
a roar by many thousands of 
married women who, with their 
mates away in uniform, went 
to work and found that all the 
so-called freedom and independ- 
ence of holding down a man’s 
job wasn't quite what it was 
cracked up to be.

But the Federal amending pro- 
posals cannot affect any of those 
issues because no effort is being 
made to secure powers which 
would permit a revision of the 
powers vested in the various gov- 
ernments, 

Prime Minister St. Waurent 
knows of course that the chances 
of securing agreement amongst 
the provinces is slim. He may 
well feel that by starting with 
such an innocuous plan that he 
can eventually accustom Cana- 
dians to the idea of amending 
our own constitution to the ex- 
tent that the authority can be 
extended Jater, But this first 
move certainly falls far short of 
accomplishing that, 


Wrong Principle 
Enables Change 

Another objection to the Fed- 
eral proposal is that {t will permit 
constitutional changes being 
made on a majority vote of Par- 
liament, That is a wrong prin- 
ciple. 

The difference between & con- 
stitution and an ordinary piece of 
legislation is that the constitution 
is above parliament or any legis- 
lature, The constitution consists 
of the rules that must be followed 
in legislating. 

Thus if the constitution can be 
ammended in the same way that 
an ordinary act is passed, we 
might as well have no constitu. 
tion at all, because it would then 
become subject to amendment at 
any time. 

On the other hand we can 
secure the right of amendment 
without killing the effect of the 
constitution or its guarantees if 
the power to amend can be exer- 
cised only by the joint action of 
the Provinces and the Dominion. 
That prevents any one govern- 
ment from changing the rules to 
suit its own purposes and yet 
provides a means whereby a 
majority of the citizens can cure 
a constitutional difficulty. 

For this reason a provincial- 
federal conference Is essential 
and an awakened public opinion 
is also essential to assure that no 
single government will block 
‘such a vita] necessity, Until that 
is done, this constitutional debate 
in Ottawa, while it may be in- 
teresting, and while it may be an 
excellent means for bringing 
home the whole issue, is never- 
theless a completely futile effort, 


Now get me straight on this 
I don’t think any the less of 
women for this.

When a girl reporter 
came back to me from a traffie 
accident in tears and sobbed 
that she couldn't write the story 
because the sight of the small

Yet even in the so-called “wo- 
men’s lines,” they do not meas- 
ure up to men. The best hair- 
dressers are not women, but 
men. So are the best cooks, the 
best designers, the best teach- 
ers, the best secretaries. And 
so the woman who goes into @ 
career is fated to be second- 
best. 


From 
The Heart 


I must emphasize again (be- 
cause I am going to catch old 
Ned for this frankness) that the 
very things that thwart a wo- 
man in a man's world are the 
things that make women Gotl's 
fairest creatures. And not the 
least of these is the tendency 
to be controlled from the heart 
and not the head, 

This often confuses sensitive 
men who mistake it for wis- 
dom. Only the other day Elmore 
Philpott, the next member of 
parliament for New Westmin- 
ster, wrole a piece suggesting 
that if women were running 
things we'd have no fear of war.
